Mr. Macdonald had a conference 
while in the east with the firm, which 
has « plant covering 14 acres and em- 
ploying over 500 hands, One of the 
compapy’s officials told, him that 76 
per cent. of its market was In the 
west, and Alberta was a particularly 
good trade outlet for the company’s 
stoves because of the fact that they 
are peculiarly well adapted for Alber- 
ta codl, 

The general manager of the com- 
pany Is expected here next month, and 
if satisfactory arrangements can be 
made with the city for power and other 
facilities, it 1s probable that a dupli- 
cate of the company's big eastern plant 
will be built at Manchester. 

Recause of the nature of the plant, 
such an establishment would be a dis- 
tinctly welcome and valuable addition 
to the city’s growing Hst of manufac- 
torles. However, Mr. Macdonald says 
that the firm was only one of those 
with whom he negotiated regarding lo- 
eating here during his short trip east.

DEPUTY SHERIFFS 
KILL AND INJURE 
THREE AT BUTTE 


Meeting Held to Patch up Dif- 
ference Between Factions 
of Miners, 


ONLOOKER SHOT DEAD 
TWO MORE WOUNDED 


Officials Desperate at On- 
slaught and Fire at Every- 
one in Sight, 


Butte, Mont. June 9 24, 


broke out anew last night in the strug- 
gle between factions of the Butte 
Miners’ union here and three men were 
shot, one of them being killed by the 
fusilade fired by deputy sheriffs in 
clearing tho hall. 

An attempt had been made to dyna- 
mite the Miners’ hall but the charge 
failed to du any great amount of datn- 
age, The expivsion could be heard for 
blocks, 

Armed men proceeded to the Steward 
mine and boldly carried down boxes of 
dynamite in the attempt to blow up the 
hall, but the guns of the deputies pre- 
vented effective placing of the charge, 

Charles HI, Moyer, president of the 
Western Federation of Miners, and 
other officers of the union, who were 
to addregs a peace meeting in the hall, 
fled through the rear door of the audi- 
torlum when the shooting began. They 
are said to have left the city for fear 
of attacks by the miners who several 
days age revolted against special as 
sessments for the Michigan copper 
mine strikers and the use of the vard 
system, 

Many armed deputies were at” the 
hall last night to preserve order ata 
meeting called to outline plans for 
settling the differences between the 
factions of the local union. Many of 
the seceders who have planned to or- 
ganize a new union under the auspices 
of the Industrial Workers of the World, 
were in and around the iminers’ head- 
quarters, 

The insurgents started to storm the 
hall, according to Sheriff Drisvoll's 
deputies stationed there, and several 
shots were fired in the air to drive 
the besiegers back. The {impetus of 
the rush was so great that the crowd 
came on in spite of the warning shouts. 

More shots were fired and Ernest 
Noy, traveling inspector for the Mon- 
tana Demurrage bureau, fell dead, He 
was an on-looker. J. H. Brune, 82 
years of age, who was going up the 
stairs to attend the meeting in Miners* 
Hall, was shot through the head as the 
deputies, desperate at the continued 
onslaught of the men, fired at every- 
one In sight. Brune cannot recover, 
it Is said. 

The third man shot In the first on- 
slaught wes Charles Kreutes, of Los 
Angeles, a by-stander, He is not 
severely hurt. 

As the three men fell the attackers 
became frightened and fell back. The 
deputies then reloaded thelr weapons 
and prepared for any renewed assaulta 
on the building, 

At the first volley, President Moyer 
and all other officers of the federation, 
who had taken places on the rostrum, 
dashed out the rear door, An automo- 
bile was walting for them at the back 
door and they hurriedly drove away, 
it is said.

The application 
was made by H. A. Mackie on behalf 
of Willlam Wheeler, Hector Chevrier 
and J. W. Turner and the case was 
argued for the applicants by C, C. Mc- 
Caul, K.C., the application being op- 
posed by J. C. F. Bown, for the city. 

Mr. McCaul went Into a rather 
lengthy technical argument quoting 
judgments in former cases, He main- 
tained that a royal commission was not 
empowered, except by special act of 
pariament, to enquire {into crime or 
misdemeanor. There was a method 
provided to deal with erlminal charges

Chief Justice Harvey—lIs it only part 
of the investigation you take exception 
to? 

Mr, McCaul—We ask for an injunc-

Mr. Mackle here stated that Justice 
Scott had stated at the beginning of 
the Investigation that witnesses would 
be protected, but he maintained that he 
had no power to protect them and had 
so advised his clients, 

Chief Justice Harvey—What Justice 
Scott sald was that no evidence given 
hy witnesses would be used against 
them, 

Mr. MeCaul, in resuming his argu- 
ment, stated that it had been decided 
that a royal commission in 1898, en- 
quiring into the hospital accommoda- 
tlons on the Crows Nest Pass railway, 
had no power to enquire into crime 
The present case, he submitted, was a4 
parallel one, The result of Justice 
Scott's having said that protection 
would be given witnesses had been that 
several had given evidence without 
being warned as would have been done 
in ordinary cases,.

ning paper. The letter asks for the in- 
sertion of the following advertisement: 

“Wanted—Agents to supply the four 
ships a year up to five years for In- 
dia, with best class and every. kind of 
lumber, Apply with price list and 
specimens of lumber.” 

Thousands were turned away last 
nicht from the meeting which was held 
to protest against the landing of the 
Hindus on the steamer Komagate 
Maru. The building in which the 
meeting was held wae packed. Reso- 
lutions were passed objecting to the 
government allowing the Hindus en- 
try, and asked that legislation be pass- 
ed restricting the immigration of Hin- 
dus into Canada. Crowds of Hindus 
were outside the hall and made things 
lively while the meeting lasted. The 
temper of the white crowd was such 
that no disturbance was anticipated,

Method—Ssift all dry ingredients to- 
gether, Rub butter into flour as for 
tart paste, beat egg well, then add to 
milk and stir into flour very Nehtly, 
using a fork, Spread jn a_ greased 
layer cake in and cover with a quart 
of hulled and sugared strawberries. 
Sugar top after berries are on and 
bake in a brisk oven until crust is 
well baked.
